Ray’s move, Judge Battle conv 
mented 
“Everybody does it ” 
Petitions from prisoners have 
flooded the courts 
in 
recent 
years in the wake of Supreme 
Court decisions more sharply 
delineating the pretrial rights of 
accused persons. 
Pere'- Foreman, the lawyer 
who advised Ray to plead guilty 
and who says his connection 
with the prisoner is now en dei), 
said in New York 
“I think that James F.arl Ray 
enjoys the spotlight 
and any 


way he can keep the center of 
the stage he will do it. I wish 
him well I don’t think it advis­ 
able, bul that’s his responsibili­ 
ty. not mine.” 
Foreman roil era ted his per­ 
sonal conviction that contrary to 
the views of many who suspect 
a conspiracy. Ray acted alone. 
“James 
Earl 
Ray decided, 
and he alone decided, to kill 
Martin Luther King so that he 
could claim the glory,” Fore­ 
man declared 
“I think James Earl Ray was 
a racist. He thought he would be 
a hero He completely miscon­ 
ceived the thinking of the white 
race ” 
Only a day after his guilty 
plea Ray told officers taking 
him from Memphis to the Nash­ 
ville penitentiary: 
“I was convinced if I didn’t 
plead guilty I was going to the 
electric chair I wish the hell I 
hadn't now because with what 
they had on me I believe the 
worst 
I’d gotten 
would 
have 
been life ” 
Under a 99 - year sentence, 
Rav, now 41. is ineligible to 
seek parole until he has .served 
30 years 
With a life sentence 
ho would he eligible in 13 vears

States charged today the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese of­ 
fensive in South Vietnam “is a 
calculated part of a plan to take 
over .South Vietnam by force.” 
At the ninth session of the 
Paris peace talks, South Viet­ 
nam accused the other side of 
preparing a massive new attack 
on Saigon and said unless it is 
called off it wall have an ad­ 
verse impact on the negotia­ 
tions. 
The Viet Cong's National Lib­ 
eration Front defended the of­ 
fensive as an answer to what it 
called “terrorist and swreep op­ 
erations against the South Viet­ 
namese 
people.”

President Nixon's warning of an 
“appropriate response” to the 
current offensive was a threat 
to escalate the war. 
North Vietnam declared the 
United States and its allies had 
Intensified the war, a charge re­ 
jected by the American delega­ 
tion.

U.S. Ambassador Henry Ca­ 
bot Lodge said that the Commu­

Ambas­ 
sador Pham Dang Lam of South 
Vietnam said “many divisions 
of your soldiers are about to en­ 
gage in a hopeless attack on 
Saigon ”

Therefore I cal! on your side not

charges in advance He said the 
Viet Cong had won sweeping 
victories and the United States 
“ must bear full responsibility 
for the waste of Gl's lives.'’

112 in the IO months 
since the Paris peace talks be­ 
gan and to 33,063 in more than 
eight years of war 
I’he American toll last week 
was 15 more than the previous 
week's

and 
raised 
the 
number of Americans killed in 
the first three weeks of the Viet 
Cong’s spring offensive to 1.140, 
only 240 lesv than the 1,380 U.S. 
troops reported killed during the 
eight weeks of 1969 prior to the 
offensive. 
lf the current casualty rate 
continues the total of American 
dead in the Vietnam war will 
exceed the Korean War toll of 
33,629 bv the end of this month. 
More Americans then will have 
been killed in Vietnam than in 
any other war in U.S. history 
except the Civil War and the 
two world wars. 
The U.S Command said 1.401 
Americans vver wounded last 
week, compared with 1,694 the 
week before. 
South Vietnamese casualties 
were 325 killed and 1.156 wound­ 
ed, up from 259 and 1,058 the 
pinions week, the government 
said.

Even as the number of leg­ 
islative proposals in the Senate 
mounted, feeling wras growing 
that many bills were phrased 
m ore for publicity value than 
for police power.

That means the first landing will he attempt­ 
ed by the Apollo ll crew in mid-July. 
Apollo 10s mission will be to circle the moon 
and fly the landing module to within IO miles of 
its surface 
The Apollo program has gone so well, the

Space officials are anxious to have an astro­ 
naut put a foot on the moon's surface To their 
credit, they are not so anxious to see the big 
moment arrive that they are willing to throw 
caution to the wind 
Officials evaluated the information they have 
on hand and made the judgment that more was 
needed 
It was a sensible decision

af all possible Others have been motivated by 
patriotism and accepted their period of serving 
their country as a duty — something that had

COLUMBUS, Ohio IAP)—The 
sponsor of a bill to permit 
school districts to jointly form 
education resource centers said 
its passage would make all 
school districts “autonomous” 
and would probably halt con­ 
solidation. 
Ralph S. Rgeula, R - 29 Na­ 
varre, was the main sponsor of 
a bill introduced in the Senate 
Wednesday to provide for the 
creation of up to 40 resource 
centers. 
Under the bill, the 
State 
Board of Education would adopt 
a master plan for the establish 
ment of resource centers. 
The bill permits the forma­ 
tion of an education resource 
center only upon the approval 
of a majority of the boards of 
education within the area to be 
served. 
Once such a resource center 
is established, county school 
districts would be abolished. 
Regula 
said 
local 
school 
boards would achieve greater 


J autonomy 
and 
responsibility 
i since they would be given the 
powers currently exercised by 
[county boards of education. 
The hill would also change 
I the designation of school dis­ 
tricts, dropping the city, local 
or exempted village categories 
The resource centers would 
be managed by the participat­ 
ing districts and would provide 
I vocational and special educa­ 
tion programs, curriculum serv­ 
ices, data processing, psycholo­ 
gical services and central pur­ 
chasing.

“lineal districts cannot afford 
to provide these unique serv­ 
ices,” Regular said, “lf they 
were provided by a resource 
center, there would not be the 
pressing need for consol ida- 
tion.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
Miami County legislator has 
proposed that Faculty members 
at state universities be paid 
$ 1,200 to $2,000 for ev ery credit 
hour they teach. 
Robert E. Netzlev, R 7 Laura, 
told the Rouse Finance Commit­ 
tee Wednesday night that it 
would be one way to “attack 
the problem” of professors who 
have light classroom teaching 
loads. 
“This would he better than 
legislation forcing them to work 
so many hours,” Net/lev said, 
referring to a House bill that 
would 
require 
professors 
to 
spend 15 hours in the class­ 
room and work 40 hours a 
week 
Netzlev said if a professor 
now teaching only nine credit 
hours a week and getting $12,- 
nno a year would double his 
teaching load, his salary would 
be increased to $21 .ROO if be 
was paid $1,200 a ertdit hour. 
“This way we could just hire 
one professor to teach the 18 
hours now taught by two pro­ 
fessors,” Netzlev said. 
The 
Republican 
legislator 
said he was convinced if fac­ 
ulty members were paid on this 
basis, the state could “increase 
faculty salaries from 38 to 50 
per cent, hire better professors 
and save taxpayers money.” 
Netzlev said later he feit re­ 
search 
should 
be second 
to 
teaching at state universities. 
“ I feel it is the responsibility 
of the professor to impart his 
knowledge to the students,” he 
said 
“ lf we wanted only re­ 
search, we would run research 
universities.” 
Netzlev said he felt even “re­ 
search professors should teach 
some” and 
that a 
separate 
hoard should be set up to eval­ 
uate what their salaries should 
he. 
In earlier action, the Senate 
passed 29 0 a bill to allow the 


Ohio .Student lx>an Commission 
to participate in the recently 
enacted federal program of re 
insuring student bans. 
Ralph S. Regula, R - 29 Na­ 
varre, the bill’s main sponsor, 
said it would raise the amount 
that a student could borrow in 
a year from $1,000 to $1,500. 
Regula said that at present 
$30 million is now loaned out to 
Ohio college students. 
In committee action, the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee sent 
to the Rules Committee for con- 
siideration a resolution to abol 
ish the death penalty except in 
cases where a peace officer is I 
killed or a second capital of 
tense is committed. 
If t h e resolution is adopted 
by both houses, it will he sub 
mitted to a vote of the people 
in November. 
The House Health and Wei 
fare Committee reported out 
two bills to curb the illicit use 
of pep pills and the practice of 
glue-sniffing. 
The bills provide fines of up 
to $1,000 and imprisonment up 
to one year on first convictions 
to prepare, sell or administer 
certain drugs and glue “with 
the intent to induce intoxic a 
nos or similar effects.” 
Subsequent convictions would 
carry fines of up to $5,000 and 
imprisonment up to 20 years. 
House bills introduced would: 
- Make judges explain facts 
of law and their conclusions 
when they reverse jury7 deer 
sions. 
—Permit students to acquire 
voting residence in the county 
where he attends school if he 
establishes a home in that coun­ 
ty- 
—Relieve the recipient of un­ 
solicited credit cards from any 
liability for their use. 
—Provide tax credit for eld­ 
erly, low income people and for 
totally disabled persons.

It can not create 
energy, nor turn out more work than the energy put into it.* 
hut it can transm it energy so that the original force can 
operate more easily, hor example, you might find it very 
hard to lift a boulder up off the ground. But if you slipped 
a crowbar under it, resting on a small rock, you could tip 
up the boulder by pressing down the bar. This is the 
principle of the lever. In much the same way, the men in 
our picture find they can't lift the heavy box directly up to 
the truck. But with a heavy plank to serve as an inclined 
plane and some rollers to reduce the friction, they find it 
very easy. Actually, they have put out the same effort as if 
they had lifted the box directly up. But the plank has made 
the distance to go much longer. This has changed the great 
effort needed for the short distance to a lot of little efforts 
over the long distance. Since these smalt efforts were easy 
to make, the men slide the heavy box up very easily.
